oxen and horses, gents arid dogs, blankets 
and skins. And there Iny the wounded 
and the old, women and childrer}, A 
namber of babies lay helplessly languishing 
by mothors, whose breasts hung down 
long and flabby. Others were lying alone, 
still living, with eyes and npses full of 
fliex. Somebody sent cut our black drivers, 
and I think they helped them to die. All 
this life lay seuttered there, both mun. and 
beast, biokon in the knees, helpless, still 
in agony, of already motionless; it looked 
as though it had been thrown down out of 
the air. 

“‘AE mcon we halted by. water-holes 
which wera filled to the very brim with 
corpses, We pulled them out by means of 
the ox-tesms from the fieldpieces, but there 
was only n little stinking, bloody water in 
the depths. We tried tu dig deeper, but 
no watercame, Thero was no pasturage 
either. The sun bluzed down so hot on the 
sand that we could not even lie down.

a century ago were cist while the junk was 


in courve of construction, and to give them 
the appearance of antiquity were doposited 
at the bottom of the Whangpoo for three 
or four months. Then when sufficiently 
rusted and with s fow of the corners chip- 
ped off, they were plioed on beard the 
model, and were taken with her on her 
yoyage of exhibition, The junk, which is 
a hundred and forty feet long, is furnished 
with old fashioned Chinese sails, and 
the fittings wore mado to correspond 
very closoly to the ancient junk pattern, 
with: the result that tho exhibition ‘boat 
acquired ‘s roputation never | intended 
for her of being the real article. After 
leaving Shanghai she was wrecked on the 
Japanese coast, bub was able to proceed 
after repairs to America. She wasmanned 
by‘a oréw of Norwegians who exhibited her 
at Los Angeles and San Francisco, and 
the latest reports heard of her were that 
she was on her Way #0 Now York. She

PROTECTION OF TRADE 
MARES IN JaPAN. 


The Director of the Imperial Patent 
Office, Tokyo, haa sent -the following 
cireular letter from the Vico-Minister of 
Agriculture and Commerce to Prefectural 
Governors and Chairmen of Chanibers of 
Commerce :-— : 

The sound industrial development of a 


nation. can only be brought about by { 


the honest, and assiduous spplication of 
the people to their occupations. In 


the present condition of our country, : 
A 


it is urgently necessary to stimulate 
the people to prize commercial motaliby 
and to do business with unwosried diligence 
and attention. At this juncture His 
Majesty the ‘Emperor has given an Im- 
perial. Rescript inculeating honesty’. and 
sincerity and encouraging frugality and 
diligence. Thia Rescempt, deep and far- 
-reaching in its import, must be carofully 
remembered and strictly adhered to not 
only by business men but by the whvle 
nation. On casting « glance. upon our 
industrial and commercial circles, however, 
it will. be seen that with the enlarge- 
ment of the sphere of our business 
activities, vices attendant upon corpeti- 
tion have begun to make appearance. 
A tendency is noticeable among mer 
chante of attempting to engross businuss by 
excluding others, and amony manufacturers 
of producing imitated “articler and adul- 
terated goods, eacrificing without seruple: 
the interest of others to their own small 
and transitery gains. Even the rights of 
invention, trude marks and other industrial 
properties are infringed, and cases of 


| imitation and plagiarism are often brought 


to our notice. Such phenomena are in. 
deed very discouraging for the. future of 
our industrial development.. Morcover,
